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Annual  Report 

of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Year  1970 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Warsop  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  to  you  for  the  year  1970. 

During  1970  a  total  of  220  live  births  were  recorded,  giving  a 
birth  rate  of  16.7  per  thousand;  whilst  the  total  deaths  were  118, 
giving  a  death  rate  of  12.22,  and  an  excess  of  births  over  deaths 

of  102. 

There  were  6  still  births  notified  during  the  year,  compared 
with  two  only  for  1969,  and  the  infant  mortality  rate  for  1970  was 
18.18  per  thousand  live  births,  which  is  almost  exactly  half  the 
figure  it  stood  at  ten  years  ago. 

However,  when  we  come  to  look  at  the  infant  mortality  rate 
related  specifically  to  the  illegitimate  births,  here  the  rate  per  1,000 
illegitimate  births  rises  to  68.96.  In  other  words,  children  born  out 
of  wedlock  are  four  times  less  likely  to  survive  their  first  year  than 
children  born  within  it. 

In  a  society  which  has  become  increasingly  tolerant  in  recent 
years,  and  in  which  the  open  censure  against  illegitimacy  has  mod¬ 
erated  considerably,  the  social  consequences  for  a  woman  with  an 
illegitimate  child  have  hardly  improved  at  all,  which  is  reflected 
in  the  substantially  higher  infant  mortality  rate  amongst  illegitimate 
babies. 

It  does,  indeed,  seem  surprising  that  a  benevolent  state  should 
accord  to  each  pregnant  mother  equal  maternity  benefits,  and  pay¬ 
ments,  irrespective  of  legitimacy,  prior  to  birth,  and,  thus  having 
accepted  the  principle  of  equality  for  all  in  the  womb,  promptly, 
after  birth,  discriminates  against  a  bastard  child  by  making  monetary 
payments  to  the  mother  for  both  of  them,  which  are  in  no  way 
adequate  to  redress,  even  partially,  the  balance  of  the  handicap 
which  stems  basically  from  lack  of  a  male  breadwinner  during  the 
first  crucial  years  of  life. 
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One  is  left  with  the  distinct  feeling  that  the  state  adopts  a 
persistent  and  pernicious  Victorian  approach  to  the  question  of 
payments  to  the  unmarried  mother,  and  her  child,  and  almost 
prudishly  assumes  that  if  it  were  to  be  somewhat  more  charitable 
in  its  payments  to  unmarried  mothers,  pretty  soon  there  would  be 
no  legitimate  children  bom  at  all. 

Such  an  attitude  in  effect  says,  HAVE  the  pill  girls,  free;  have 
an  abortion,  free;  have  the  baby  adopted,  or  let  the  local  authority 
foster  it,  or  institutionalise  it  at  not  less  than  £15  per  week — anything 
else,  in  fact,  but  for  goodness  sake  don’t  ask  that  we  pay  you  enough 
to  look  after  the  child  adequately  yourself,  for  that  would  be  con¬ 
doning  immorality,  and  promiscuity. 

Even  if  it  were  so,  better  by  far  to  condone  that,  than  tacitly 
condone  the  hell  of  bringing  up,  single  handed,  an  infant  in  a  slum 
on  the  breadline,  with  its  legacy  of  physical,  emotional,  and  mental 
stunting  in  both  infant  and  mother,  and  lays  the  foundation  for 
problems  of  educational  subnormality,  and  the  like,  in  future,  thereby 
adding  additional  costs  in  staff,  and  equipment,  and  places,  to 
educational  finances,  which  are  already  hard  pressed  to  meet 
existing  commitments  over  many  years  to  come. 

The  problem  of  the  unmarried  mother,  and  her  illegitimate 
child,  and  the  state’s  attitude  towards  her  of  meagre  financial  pay¬ 
ment,  is,  indeed,  only  the  tip  of  an  iceberg  of  callousness  which 
floats  in  our  society,  shrouded  in  a  mist  of  official  jargon  which 
conceals  the  blunt  fact  that  the  existing  system,  and  standards  of 
so-called  welfare  benefits,  ranging  through  a  complexity  of  categories, 
and  restrictions,  are  utterly  inadequate  to  meet  the  basic  nutritional, 
shelter,  heating,  and  clothing  expenses  of  those  in  need  who  seek 
them.  Moreover,  they  are  unwieldy  to  operate,  expensive  to 
administer,  and,  indeed,  don’t  even  embrace  many  of  those  whose 
needs  are  dire,  because  even  the  most  intelligent  amongst  the  com¬ 
munity  don’t  know  when,  how,  and  for  what  they  should  apply.  Like 
the  Income  Tax  Laws,  the  whole  system  of  application  for  welfare 
benefits  its  designed  more  to  hinder,  and  obstruct,  and,  indeed, 
denies  many  citizens  of  their  rightful  dues. 

I  would  take  this  opportunity  of  acknowledging  the  whole¬ 
hearted  support  to  me  at  all  times  of  your  Public  Health  Inspector, 
Mr.  Wombell,  throughout  the  year.  His  ever  willing  presence,  and 
unstinting  efforts  in  the  service  of  the  public  health  department 
merit  the  widest  recognition. 

To  Miss  Harpham,  I  am  perpetually  indebted  for  ironing  out 
many  administrative  difficulties,  and  coping  with  clinical  session 
arrangements. 
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I  would  also  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation 
which  I  have  received  at  all  times  from  Mr.  Budding,  and  Mr. 
Hepworth,  your  Clerk,  and  your  Surveyor,  and  all  members  of  their 
staffs  who  have  been  directly  or  indirectly  involved  in  health 
department  affairs,  including  the  Health  Visitors,  and  other  County 
staff  personnel. 

To  the  Chairman  of  your  Health  Committee,  Mr.  DesForges, 
I  am  especially  grateful,  for  his  interest,  and  concern,  and  support 
in  pursuing  all  objectives  aimed  at  improving  the  health  standards 
of  the  people  of  Warsop,  together  with  his  other  colleagues  on  the 
Health  Committee,  and  wholeheartedly  backeofby  all  members  of 
Warsop  Urban  District  Council.

To  make  an  approximate  allowance  for  the  way  in  which  the 
sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  local  population  differs  from  that  for 
sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  local  population  differs  from  that 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  the  crude  death  and  birth  rates 
for  the  area  should  be  multiplied  by  the  appropriate  area  compara¬ 
bility  factor.  When  local  crude  birth  and  death  rates  have  been  so 
adjusted,  they  are  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  or  with  the  corresponding  adjusted  rate  for  any  other  area. 
The  present  factors  are  derived  from  the  final  1961  census  population. 

The  area  comparability  factor  for  this  Urban  District  for  the 
year  1970  was  Births  1.00  and  Deaths  1.37. 
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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER

based  on  the  actual  number  of  written  notifications  received  at  our 
Health  Department  from  the  General  Practitioners  in  the  area.  The 
total  for  1969  was  two.

Report  as  your  Health  Inspector. 

THE  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supplies 

The  Central  Nottinghamshire  Water  Board  is  responsible  for 
supplying  the  district  with  sufficient  water  of  wholesome  quality. 

The  source  of  the  supply  is  unchanged  and  continued  to  be  that 
obtained  from  the  Budby  Pumping  Station,  from  boreholes  sunk  some 
250  feet  in  depth  into  the  bunter  sandstone  beds.  It  is  constant, 
sufficient  and  of  excellent  quality,  buit  is  somewhat  hard. 

All  water  is  not  liable  to  plumbo  solvent  action. 

Chlorination  is  carried  out  at  Budby  and  all  houses  are  supplied 
direct  from  the  mains,  with  the  exception  of  one  isolated  farm  which 
obtains  its  supply  from  a  deep  spring  by  means  of  a  ram. 
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Two  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological  and  chemical 
analysis  on  the  25th  November,  1970,  and  the  following  are  the 
Public  Analyst’s  reports  thereon.

Seventeen  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  for  the  bulk 
storage  of  48,600  gallons  of  petrol,  and  one  for  storage  in  a 
fireproof  brick  structure  of  20  gallons  of  petroleum  mixture. 
Seven  of  the  remaining  licensed  premises  had  hand-pumps  fitted 
to  storage  tanks,  nine  had  electric  pumps,  and  one  stored  in  metal 
barrels.  All  premises  were  visited  during  the  year  and  no  con¬ 
traventions  of  note  were  found. 


Rodent  Control 

The  Council  provides  a  free  service  of  rat  disinfestation  to 
residential  property,  but  the  cost  of  treating  commercial  prop¬ 
erties  is  re-charged  to  the  occupier.  These  facilities  have  proved 
completely  adequate  for  the  requirements  of  the  Prevention  of 
Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

All  the  sewers  in  the  district  were  tested  and  received  two 
maintenance  treatments  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.

There  are  30  premises  registered  in  regard  to  ice-cream.  29  of 
these  are  for  storage  and  sale  only  and  the  remaining  one  for 
occasional  manufacture,  storage  and  sale. 

In  all  cases  where  ice-cream  is  sold  from  shops  it  is  sold  wrapped 
as  received  from  the  manufacturers. 
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The  sample  of  ice-cream  taken  during  the  year  was  reported 
by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  to  be  Grade  I. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  suggests  that  over  a  six- 
monthly  period,  50  per  cent  of  a  vendor’s  samples  should  fall 
into  Grade  I,  80  per  cent  into  Grades  I  or  II,  not  more  than 
20  per  cent  into  Grade  III  and  none  into  Grade  IV. 

Four  water-ice  lollipop  samples  were  submitted  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  and  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


Food  Preparing  Premises 

There  were  eight  premises  in  the  district  manufacturing  prepared 
meats  and  registered  in  accordance  with  Section  16  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1955.  Thirty- two  inspections  of  these  premises 
showed  a  good  standard  of  cleanliness  to  be  maintained.
